REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. M The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance 
because: 

Applicant has presented arguments that are almost identical to those filed previously. The one new argument is that the while 
the Sato reference teaches a chemically amplified resist comprising a polvhvdroxvstvrene resin wherein 10-60 mol% of the t- 
butoxvcarbonvl groups replace the hvdroxvl groups, the reference doesn't' teach that these groups are added to solve the same 

problem as the instant application. In response, it is noted that t he prima facie case of obviousness is not undermined 

simply because applicant's motivation for teaching to add t-butoxycarbonyl groups to replace the hydroxyl 

groups differs from that of the prior art's motivation. In re Dillon . 919 F.2d 688, 692-93, 16 USPQ2d 

1897, 1901 ( Fed. Cir. 1990) ( in banc ), cert. Denied, 500 U.S. 904 (1991).
